An  ordinance  to  create  the  office  of  Examiner  of  Titles. 

5™iSera0fTI"     Section  1. — Be    it    enacted    and    ordained    by 
pointed.  the  Major  and  City    Council  of  Baltimore,  That 

the  Mayor,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent 
of  a  convention  of  both  branches  of  the  City  Coun- 
cil, when  and  as  other  city  officers  are  appointed, 
shall  annually  appoint  a  citizen  of  the  city  who 
shall  be  an  attorney  at  law,  to  be  an  "Examiner 
of  Titles." 

Duties.  Sec.   2. — And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That 

the  duties  of  the  Examiner  of  Titles  shall  be  as  fol- 
lows :  Whenever  it  may  be  hereafter  proposed  on  the 
part  of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore, 
by  ordinance  or  resolution,  to  purchase,  condemn  or 
acquire  any  land  or  interest  therein,  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  Examiner  of  Titles  to  make,  or  cause  to
